With five minor precincts missing, 
Crain is only twenty votes short of 
having a clear majority over his 

opponents. The missing pre- 
¢cincts are Amboy, Lanfair, Morongo, 
Vanderbilt and Silver Lake, which 
are not expected by Mr. Crain to 
produce the additional clear majority 
of twenty votes needed. 

The vote stands: 

Crain 750, Stauter 353, Mulvane 293, 
Bennette 123. 

Mr. Crain's race was remarkable, 
it being seldom that one candidate 


-in a field of four well known men 
can come within a few votes as he 


did of receiving more than the other 
three combined. Supervisor Mulvane 
was shoved out of second place be- 
cause he had no home town vote to 
start with as did the other two lead- 
His home precinct 
is Amboy, with little vote. 

Judge Curtis of San Bernardino 
should feel especially proud of his 
vote over here, for his vote in Up- 
land was 250 votes, while his com- 
petitor received 33. In Alta Loma it 
came near being unanimous for Judge 
Curtis, but one voter cast his vote 
for Mr. Hadaller.
